HO till' tourist, will'll tin' rx.'lrt phase 
of I lie changing year at rikes I Tin sensi- 
fiyi'Hottl, tit wliirli he is accust omed to 
depart. Lti ts no mid shakeshimself and. 
is gone. nliiiost before w«' know it. 
The "senson” to steady ri'sidi'iits is 
Iik** i\ piny til I li«* f h.cut t*«*. Tin* house 
is opened mid swept mid mri'il mid tin* 
huh liulit oil ; n iii.iii stands really at 
tlir tii'ki't window to tnki' I lii* rttsli, 
ushers mi' on liand to show tin- seats; 
nil is ready behind tIm scenes. mid the 
proprietors are eotint ini' 1 heir chances 
of a Hood house. • A few st Higglers w ho 
had to rulin' in on early trains take 
their seats and anmse themselves as 
best they rim; then people begin to 
arrive more and more rapidly, the 
ushers are running to and fro, and 
everybody is as busy as a bee. • In fif¬ 
teen minutes the house is full, the cur¬ 
tain is runt; lip, and the play goes on. 
Then the force behind the scenes is 


kept on the keen jump until the end 
of the performance. W hen the curtain 
finally falls, everybody before and lie- 
hind it at once m.ikeH -t lie best of his 
way home, and in live minutes the 
watchman is alone for the night, with 
evei y 1 1 1 iiu! secure and quiet. 

So here;at theappoiuted tiiucevcry- 
thing is made ready; at first a few 
people conic straggling in; then slid 
dctily train after train deposits its 
load, until we are full to overflowing, 
and the show goes incrnlv on for a 

• a • 

couple of months, until some' hidden 
hell si rikes and down comes the cur¬ 
tain In two weeks from the highest 
pressure of the season we are p.racl i- 
eally alone again, and pursuing the 
even tenor of our way for the rest, of 
the year. From the conipurat i vc a< 
tivity and life prevailing fo.i a short 
season, as compared with the rest of 
the ycaf, many hast ily conclude that 
those two months or so are t he only 
part of the year when any thing is 
done, and' that Florida exists only as 
a resort for tourists, occupying the 
rest of the year in preparing nets to 
catch the next run ol shad. Thi# we 
need hardly say is a very incomplete 
\ icw of t lie ease. 

The ■•season” may perhaps lie more 
aptly compared with a show v blos¬ 
som, that conies out at its proper' 
time upon a v igorous t rcc. We watch 
tin* promise of the laid, and the lirsl 
petals as they unfold one at a time, 
until some line morning when we get 
up t hcfnll blow n radiance of the Mower 
is before us. 'riiere.il stands for a few 
days, the admiration of everybody, 
delighting us with its blight appear¬ 
ance, and drawing the bees from all 
direct ions lot x 1 rad its hidden honey. 
Presently it begins to fade, a petal or 
two drop oil', and then, perhaps, a 
sudden pnlf of wind comes, and the 
flower is gone. Only a plain and 
rather insignificant looking lit l le. knob 
on tiie end of the stem remains to 
show where it had been. Hut Hie bees 
have done their work. The honey has 
been safely laid by, and in getting it 
out their busy feel have nibbed the 


pollen well into the pistil, and thus 
fertilized the seeds which now remain 
in that little green knob. Keep the 
tree well watered and cared for and 
tinit lit t le knob will grow ton line and 
luscious fruit. Meanwhile. Mower or 
no flower, fruit or uo fruit, the tree 
keeps on growing, and gets larger and 
stronger every year, and this last fad 
should not lie forgotten when some 
chance frost blasts l lie flower for once 
or twice Tim tree is still there and 
will bloom again in due lime. 

The “season” brings us a certain 
amount of extra business, and helps 
to raise the general average ot profits 
for t Im year In a bet l er lev cl,especially 
in the case of the railroads, thus en¬ 
couraging them to show, more enter 
prise and do more tor the develop 
nielli of t lie St ate than I hey ol Imrvvise 
might. fail t he chief v able of t lie sea 
son” to I he St at e.at la rgc is as an ad 
vcl f incident ,nl our resources and 
at t rad ions, a few of I hew inter v tail ors 
invest their money or muk" their 
homes with us, and the rest go home 
to talk to tlmir friends about what 
they have seen. Tipis t he at I eat ion 
of a very large number, of people is 
directed Joonr Stale in t lie most dice 
live possible wav; for what is told 
Ilmm by their friends, who have heen 
here and seen for I hemselv es) carries 
weight, wlmre mere paid advertise 
nients and sell-laudatory ' eirculars 
and pamphlets would be thrown into 
the waste basket. All t bese visit ors, 
too. become so many encyclopedias 
of authentic information for reference 
on the part of those w hose at lent ion 
Inis been already gained and who are 
i hulking of coming here. The season's 
life is talked and written about all 
over t he count iy„ and an impression 
is produced which no amount of regu¬ 
lar ad vert ising of our resources could 
produce; for il fs quite as important 
that our State should be presented to 
people as a place which it is desirable 
and fashionable to visit, and a place 
offering health and happiness to t lie 
settler, as to convince them of the 
possibility of earning a living here.

Mr. Marsh 
thinks Chat 5011 bushels can be raised 
to the acre tm ordinarv pine land with 
hut little work and no t**rtilizer. lb* 
plants Ins seed in t Ins moot h. t wd feel 
apart, and during the tall pulls np the 
vine, allow ingall t he peas to remain 
in t lie ground that do not adhere I o it.
